A 56-page Project Loophole 
study released recently charges 
that a 1966 Constitutional 
Amendment sold to voters as a 
measure to reduce an insurance 
industry tax break, has been 
since transformed by insurance 
companies into an investment 
money-maker and a 
mushrooming tax loophole now 
costing the state $12 million a 
year—and nearly doubling every 
four years 

The six-month study by the 
volunteer student group aiso 
concludes that the industry was 
aware of this probability when it 
helped push for legislative and 
voter approval for the 1966 
ballot measure. The measure was 
billed as a way to reduce state 
loss from a 60-year-old tax break 
known as the principal office 
deduction 

The deduction permits any 
insurance company to deduct 
from its state taxes, the property 
taxes it pays on its main office 
building in California. State tax

A “‘teach-in” will begin at 
1:00 Wednesday ( February 23) 
in the Music Recital Hall on the 
Sacramento State College 
campus. During the three-hour 
session faculty, administrators, 
and students will explain the 
damaging effects of the 
proposed budget on the quality

“We still hope that the public

Stonelake is for the birds

A subdivision in the Stonelake 
area would cause very severe 
environmental damage, not just 
to the area, which is an 
important wildlife area, but to 
Sacramento County as a whole 

The damage would fall 
roughly into two _ general 
categories: damage to the area as 
a wildlife habitat, and damage 
caused because of the urban 
sprawl aspect of the project. The 
area provides winter cover for 
such species aS snow geese, 
Canadian geese, white-fronted 
geese, teal, widgean woodducks, 
mallards, and pintail ducks. It is 


in addition an _ important 
stopover point for migrating 
swans, geese and other 
waterfowl. Helen Bauman, 
administrative intern for City 
Councilman Robert Matsui, 


states in her research report that

the North Stone Lake “...is an 
oasis for migrating birds because 
it is the only area of its kind 
between Butte Basin and the San 
Joaquin Valley.” She cites the 
Army Corps of Engineers as 
saying that ‘...the 7,800 acres 
around the North Stone Lake 
contain the only significant 
reparian and marsh vegetation in 
the entire flood basin. The 
complex interrelated 
water—marsh~grassland and 
habitat in the Beach Stone Lakes 
area provides a variety of food 
and cover for wildlife and 
supports a diverse population of 
birds, fish, and other animals.” 
This includes mink, river otter, 
and over 100 different species of 
birds. She learned from Mr. Fred 
Worthley Jr., associate Wildlife 
Manager, Biologist for the 
Department of Fish and Game. 
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and Mr William Griffith, 
Pesticides Investigations 
Coordinator that “the riparian 


habitat in the North Stone Lake 
is unique in the Central Valley 
and supports more forms of 
wildlife than any other type of 
habitat. Unfortunately, it is 
disappearing faster than any 
other type of habitat.” As the 
habitat disappears, the animals 
get closer and _ closer to 
extinction. She continues, “Ali 
these types of wildlife were once 
prevalent in the Central Vailey, 
but uncontrolled urban and 
industrial development have 
been the major cause of their 
disappearance.” 


The response of the McKeon 
people has been that everything 
is taken care of. They say they 
have hired some consultants to 
study the area, and “..if. 
there is any important ecology 
in the area (is ecology a 
commodity to be packaged and 
marketed?) they wiil be willing 
to not disturb it, as long as they 


can have their 50,000 person 
suburbs, sports arean, and 
shopping centers. They generally 
seem to state that they see 


nothing incompatable between 
geese and asphalt 


The other area in which 
environmental] damage would be 
caused by the Stonelake project 
is urban sprawl, of which it is a 
classic example. Urban sprawl 
has a very destructive effect on 
open space and creates a general 
‘*Los Angelesization” of 
Sacramento County, but it does 
more 

To begin with, urban sprawl 
also cause air pollution, because 
everything is so spread out. Cars 
have to travel greater distances 
and the result is more air 
pollution 

The sprawl of the city also 
makes mass transit difficult or 
impossible, because everything is 
so far apart that there is not 





enough density of population. 
Right now Sacramento is fairly 
sprawled. The situation could 
get better if new people moved 
into the already semi-developed 
areas or it could get much worse 
if the McKeon project is 
approved. This might mean the 
difference between whether or 


not Sacramento can ever have 
mass transit, or even a 
comprehensive bus system 


Thus, it could make a significant 
difference in the amount of air 
pollution 

In addition to polluting the 
ait, a project such as McKeon’'s 
would result in the destruction 
of much valuable land, more so 
than if the construction of new 
houses were to occur elsewhere 
This is because with urban 
sprawl, there is a need for more 
roads, and more parking lots 
than if the area is filled in more 
densely. For example, an arena 
at Cal Expo would already have 
parking, but for one at Stone 
Lake they would have to pave 
more ground fcr another 
parking lot. Land is valuable for 
farming, and is becoming more 
so as the population increases 
and we lose land to urban sprawl! 
elsewhere. But land is important 
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or many other reasons as well 
Just as one example, the 
poisonous carbon monoxide 
produced by automobiles is 
broken down in the soil over a 
period of time, but only if the 
soil is not covered by asphalt 
This is only a partial list 
which could go on to include 
other things, such as the 
polluting processes involved in 
making the greater amounts of 
asphalt needed and poisoning of 
wildlife in the lake because of 
increased need for mosquito 
abatement in the immediate 


area. Currently, the mosquito 
population is kept in check 
partly by predators. Mr. William 


Griffith indicated to Ms 
Bauman that when people move 
into the area they will drive th 
predators away, and the 
mosquito problem increases. The 
mosquitos would have to be 
controlled either by stronger 
pesticides, which would 
ndanger the wildlife of the area 
or by draining the lake and 
removing the vegetation from its 


shores. It would not be possible 
to simply allow the increased 
mosquito population to exist 
because there would be too 
many In addition the 
Sacramento area is currently 


threatened with an oubreak of 
encephalitis, or sleeping sickness, 
a mosquito borne disease that Is 
frequently fatal. The threat has 
always been around to a certain 
extent, but is increasing now 
because the mosquitos are now 
becoming resistant to the last 
known effective pesticides 
Thus, when construction and a 
large population come into the 
area, the loss of the birds and 
other predators of mosquitos 
would be a serious threat to the 
health of the people in that area

Krassner exposed as Silly Putty head

“Pm 33 years old, I don’t 
look a night over 23, and I blush 
with the innocence of a 13 
year-old,” wrote Paul Krassner 
in 1965 

Krassner, if he ever succeeds 
in working his tongue out of his 
cheek, will have quite a backlog 
of things to blush about 

The editor of the satirical 
Realist, whose ‘ex’ ratings 
include stints as a nightclub 
comedian, a radio personality 
named ‘Rumpleforeskin’, a 
cofounder of the Yippie 
movement, a contributor to Mad 
magazine and The National 
Lampoon, and a staffer for 
Playboy, Ramparts, and 
Cavalier, will speak tomorrow at 


His topic, ‘The Truth is Silly 
Putty,’ comes easily to the 
creator of the outrageous, 
bawdy, giarit put-on called The 
Realist. Krassner’s most popular, 
and most severely criticized issue 
featured a mock-solemn expose 
of the secret sex life of the then 


recently assasinated John F 
Kennedy 

“I got sort of a perverse 
satisfaction from getting 


Seuss €fF igettors 
cancellations,”Krassner said of 
reader response to the 
article,”*because you know 
you’re still hitting raw nerves 
Krassner’s latest work, 
stemming from his friendship 
with Abbie Hoffman and Jerry 


Became a Yippie Conspirator in 
Ten Easy Years.’ The title of 
tomorrow's performance is 
drawn from one of the opening 
chapters of this book 

He is also the author of ‘You 
Know You're Really Stoned 
When You Begin to Moan While 
the Gynecologist is Examining 
You.’ 

Krassner’s humor has often 
been compared to that of the 
late comedian Lenny Bruce, who 
was his close friend. He wrote an 
obituary for Bruce two years 
before his death; after Bruce 
O’D.’"d on morphine in 1965, 
Krassner edited his 


autobiography, How To Talk 
Dirty and Influence People.
